According to a ■wrller in the B.iltnnoic 
American, it is rarely, oven in eases 
of death from ptomaiuos poisoning, 
that the elusive ptomaine has been dis¬ 
covered in succeedin.g cxamin.ations, 
Chemical agents arc discovered known 
to indicate the presence of ptomaines, 
but the skilled chemist has found at 
the end of long and car«ifnl analysis 
that somehow the putrefactive alka¬ 
loid has decomposed, evaporated or 
been destroyed by a reagent lie used. 
The fact that the poison Is of putre¬ 
factive origin gives weight to the pre¬ 
caution that food to be liarinless must 
1)0 absolutely fresh and prepared with 
the greatest care, and in this consist 
nil the safeguards possible against 

ptomaines. __

celve and carefully iavest bhe sav¬ 
ing^ which such habits might 
m^ke possible and insure. Owner¬ 
ship, of principal, revenue and sur¬ 
plus was vested in depositors, and 
declared absolute and entire, with 
ncj reduction from revenue except 
for expense of management, and 
np reservation of surplus and ac¬ 
cumulations except such as wis¬ 
dom and prudence might suggest 
necessary for safety and protection. 
From the date of the Incorporation 
of its first savings bank until now, 
that state has kept the pledges 
first made, and adhered to the pol¬ 
icy first adopted, resisting every 
effort to secure a violation of the 
one or a modification of the other. 
The ’‘Treat” bill, for a partial tax¬ 
ation of savings bank deposits, re¬ 
cently before the present New York 
legislature, exempted all sums of 
one thousand dollars and less, an 
exemption which, in our own 
State, would include ninety per 
cent, or , more, of Maine deposits. 
But even this measure, which, if 
applied to Maine banks, might 
justly be considered practical ex¬ 
emption, met with such reception 
that but few have been found for 
its support, other than its origina¬ 
tor, and those who hoped to profit 
by its adoption as a law. Appeals 
from railroad corporations, to 
which enormous gifts in franchise 
and rights of way had been made 
and conceded by state and com¬ 
munities, were of no avail. Influ¬ 
ence of great water ways, with ex¬ 
travagant subsidies granted by 
legislative enactment, counted for 
nothing. Great corporations, prac¬ 
tically owning by gift the streets 
of cities and towns for the supply 
of water and light, sought to aid 
the measure for taxing the savings 
of the poor, and received no reward 
for their labors. The efforts of 
electric light, street railway, tele¬ 
graph and telephone corporations, 
with franchises, concessions and 
privileges, the value of which may 
be known only by those who profit 
from them, and whose countless 
miles of wires are a constant men¬ 
ace to safety of life and property, 
were no more fruitful or effective. 
Rival institutions schemed, with¬ 
out success, to secure for their own 
vaults, for profit to stockholders, 
funds, the safety of which the 
state had pledged itself to insure, 
and the earnings of which the law 
vested in the depositorKS alone. 
Corporations whose glowing ac¬ 
counts of values and earnings were 
necessary for the floating of secu¬ 
rities, and whose statements of 
poverty and meagre profits were 
for the eyes of the assessors alone, 
sought in vain to substitute their 
own for the securities which made | 
possible and assured the .safety of 
deposits. And the claim, familiar 
to us, that deposits were not 
alone the property of the poor, 
but of some of the rich, who 
sought safety, and immunity 
from taxes, met the answer, a'W e 
will not punish the many poor, to i 
reach a few of the rich.” Two mil- j 
lion depositors, warned by banks 1 
and public press of the threatened j 
dangers of an attack upon that 
which they had saved to meet the 
demands of common comforts, act¬ 
ual necessities and possible misfor¬ 
tune, triumphed over corporale ^ 
greed and private avarice ; and to j 
the credit of that great State it can 
be .said, that it still keep.s iaviolato 
the contract first made, that funds 
intrusted to its saving banks, and 
all they ntay earn, shall continue, 
absolutely, and without contribu¬ 
tion to State, corporations, or pri¬ 
vate interests, the property of 
those who deposit them. 

GofitlemenThe depositors in 
our sa'vlngs banks are in number 
ofie-quarter of the eiitite State pop¬ 
ulation. they are the poorer— 
ihorefore it is a fashion or a fad to 
style them the “coinlaon”—people, 
and they contributeaonuaily near¬ 
ly one-quarter of the State’s entire i 
revenue, they are in every plan¬ 
tation, hamlet, town and city in j 
Maine. Were they familiar with 
the important beating of this ques¬ 
tion of taxes upon the meagre earn¬ 
ings of their small savings, and 
wore they aware from what source i 
relief must come, If it comes at all, 
would the ears of the law-makers 
who represent them bo as deaf to 
their demands as they have been 
to yourS in their behalf? i
